Friday. 

The transport minister joined 
with Premier Mackenzie King in 
congratulating the railwyas of Can- 
ada in completing 100 years of op- 
erations. Their messages were di- 
rected to celebrations in Montreal 
today marking the centenary of the 
first railway in Canada which op- 
erated between La Prairie and St. 
Johns, Que. 

On the occasion of the 100th an- 
niversary of the establishment in 
Canada of transportation by rail, | 
the prime minister's message read: | 
“I desire to extend heartfest con- 
gratulations to the officials and) 
men of the Canadian National Rail-| 
ways, within whose system is in-| 
cluded the original line over which: | 
the first train in Canada made its | 
journey and my cordial greetings 
to all who are engaged in provid- 
ing for the community safe and ef-! 
ficient railway service. During the! 
century which has elapsed since the} 
first train operated between La 
Prairie and St. Johns, the steam 
railway has played an essential and 
all important part both in the for- | 
mation and in the development of 
our Dominion 


BEST OF WISHES 
I should like to avail myself of 


this centenary occasion to convey | 
to the Canadian National and to 
the railways f Canada as a whole 
my best of wishes for continued 
opportunities of national service} 
and for their prosperity in the 


years that lie ahead.” 

The transport minister traced the | 
development of railways in C anada | 
from the 16 miles between La| 
Prairie and St. Johns, now part of} 
the Canadian National system, 100 
years ago to 42000 miles today 
Early railway development in Can- 
ada was slow and it was not until 


1851 that Canada boasted of 100 
miles of tracks. By 1900, the mile- 
age was 17,657, he said 

“During the subsequent period,” 
Mr. Howe continued, “there was 
admittedly over-expansion of rail- 
way construction.” 


The combined capital investment 
of Canadian railways had reached 
$4,500,000,000, the minister's state- 
ment continued Annual gross 
earnings were $300,000,000 and 
operating expenses $261,000,000. Of 
the latter sum, $164,000,000 repre- | 
sented payroll expenditure, cover- 
ing 130,000 employees 

“But continued Mr 
“growint out of the railway in- 
dustry are other important con- 
siderations, both local and national 
Without the railway to give effect | 
to the Confederation of our widely | 
distributed provinces, the Domin- 
jon could not have made progress 
as a nation, our trade and com- 
merce could not have expanded as | 
they have, nor could the great 
Canadian prairies have been set- 
tled and developed as they have 
been. Notwithstanding the great 
and continuing cost of the railways |

RENEWING THE PROMISE 

Everyone will be glad of the renewed as- 
surance that we are all to get our dividends be- 
fore the eighteen months are up. There has 
been no deluge of promised prosperity to make 
a gift of $25 a month a matter of no par- 
ticular concern. Quite the contrary. Farmers 
in a considerable part of the province have lost 
another crop, and are that much worse off than 
a year ago. Thousands of unemployed have 
lost another year’s wages, and are also that 
much worse off, 

The dividends are needed, even more than 
when they were promised a year ago, and may 
be worse needed next spring than they are 
now, by all the signs. The reassurance is there- 
fore timely, and also welcome. 

And, as things have been going, it was need- 
ed. For the financial operations carried through 
on the advice of Mr. Magor have necessarily and 
very considerably destroyed confidence that 
the dividends would ever come. Under his ex- 
pert guidance the Government has been head- 
ing away from dividends, not toward them, and 
travelling fast. 

A twenty per cent boost in taxation, to be 
followed by a 52 per cent road tax, is no part 
of a Social Credit plan, nor conformable there- 
We have been marched straight along the 
“sound money’—possibly excepting the 
doubtfully legal cut of bond-interest rates by 
arbitrary action. 

It is something to know that the dividend 
plan has not been abandoned, though what has 
transpired creates a suspicion that it may turn 
out to be nothing better than a plan to collect 
taxes and distribute the proceeds, That would 
not be what was promised, nor would it be 
Social Credit.

“Theer’s nowt so queer as foaks,”’ as the 
Lancashire people say, While the Vancouver 
Golden Jubilee celebration was at its height, 
some celebrants found outlet for their energies 
by tearing down United States flags that deco- 
rated the fronts of stores on the principal streets. 

It was not prankish hilar- 
ity for many of the mer- 
chants received letters from 
the vandals, making more di- 
rect threats if the flags were 
replaced. A city of half a 
million people must harbor a 
few of every kind of crank, 
but crankiness of that kind 
at a time when visitors from 
United States brave our in- 
ferior roads and our dear 
beer, to be drunk only under 
bad and sad conditions, in order to join in 
friendly greetings, is one of the most footling 
and ill-emannered forms of mild insanity. 

There's a very genuine spirit of neighbor- 
liness between the residents of the Pacific 
states and the Pacific province. In return for 
an oratorical blast from Mayor . “Gerry” Mc- 
Geer during the Fourth of July celebrations at 
Seattle—with a squad of Mounties and a police 
pipers’ band thrown in—the Americans re- 
turned the compliment handsomely. They sent 
a battleship and two light cruisers to Vancou- 
ver—a fitting tribute to the devastating power 
of the McGeer oratory.

Discovery that a naval petty officer in the 
American navy has been for some time acting 
as a paid spy for Japan, will not be lost on 
Canadians. The man richly deserves every day 
of the fifteen years’ sentence imposed on him. 
War is hideous enough without treachery. 

It was stated in the Canadian House of Com- 
mons a few weeks ago by Tom Reid, M.P., for 
New Westminster, that the best maps of the 
Pacific coast are those issued by Japan. Many 
a simple Japanese fisherman—always a naval 
reservist—spends his spare time making sound- 
ings and perfecting the charts of our islands 
and inlets.

Or is it the evidence of a consciousness that 
by remaining outside the League and selling 
munitions to Italy after the League of Nations 
denied trade in an effort to stop the rape of 
Ethiopia without going to wer, United Siates 
is largely responsible for the plight of the

In the colonial wars preceding the Amer- 
ican revolution the colonia! soldiers learned 
that they had little to learn from the Brit- 
ish army. They ceased being impressed. 
They were not afraid to try conclusions. 
They did and won. 

The troops from the dominions had 
somewhat the same experience in Europe 
in the World War. They came to regard 
themselves as better than the troops from 
Great Britain and to prefer their own com- 
manders to British generals of great name. 

Now, defeated by Italy in a war of na- 
national wills, the British reputation as a 
world arbitrator declines. It may be found 
later that these were the days in which a 
historic power closed the great pages of 
its career. 


Let me repeat, the Chicago Tribune is not 
a Heart paper. On the contrary it has an in- 
telligent and wide circle of readers. It seems 
incredible that a great newspaper could per- 
petrate such tripe, even though Jove does nod 
now and then.

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Avoid Fatigue

It seems that everyone complains of being 
tired at the end of the day. This is in spite of 
the fact that men and women are doing less 
work year after year, as they learn better how 
to make machines do the heavy work and thus 
save muscular strength. 

It would, indeed, be diffi- 
cult to find a day laborer who 
is really exhausted because 
of the work he has done dur- 
ing the day. It is really true 
that as our muscular work 
has become less, our fatigue 
has become more pronounced, 

I believe the principal cause 
of fatigue lies in the use of 
too much foods of all kinds. 
The average person eats from 
two to three times as much 
as the body could possibly use, and when no 
muscular exercise is required in his work and 
he does not take vigorous physical culture ex- 
ercise, only a very small amount of food is 
needed to repair the cell structure of the body. 

If two or three times as much food is used 
as the body can convert into tissue, the result 
will be a toxic state which cannot be used. The 
blood filled with this excessive food material 
becomes thickened and sluggish, and fatigue of 
brain and body is the result. If fatigue is in- 
duced by this cause, the only cure is to increase 
your exercise and decrease your food. 

Extreme toxic states of the body are also 
produced by wrong mental conditions, Anxiety, 
fear, worry, depression and thoughts of hatred, 
malice and envy will surely poison the body in 
a very definite way. So if your day has been 
a bad one mentally, you can be sure that when 
night comes that you will be enervated and 
toxic from the effects of such mental poisoning. 

There are many nervous people who are in 
a position that it does not seem that they 
have the strength with which to live through 
another day. If they were really as sick as they 
felt, they probably could not. This is shown 
when in an emergency we tap a hidden supply 
of energy of which we are ordinarily not aware. 

In the first place, fatigue very seldom means 
a lack of strength or real exhaustion. It is a 
very rare thing if one gets so tired that he can- 
not run for the nearest exit when someone 
shouts “Fire.” 

No matter what the real cause of your ap- 
parent exhaustion is, you will find that if you 
take up some vigorous physical culture exer- 
cises and stop wasting mental energy, you will 
cure yourself of that tired feeling. 

If you wake up in the morning more tired 
than when you went' to bed, resolve that day

to cut down your food supply to one-third of” 


what you have been using, and see to it that 
you banish from your mind all thoughts of fear, 
worry, anxiety, envy, jealousy, etc. 

The very day that you do this you will be 
surprised and delighted to see how well you 
feel in the evening of the first day that you 
have been free from an excess of food and de- 
structive thoughts. 

If you will observe these rules, less sleep 
will be required than formerly, as sleep is need- 
ed most to allow the system to throw out the 
accumulated toxins of the day, and to adjust 
metabolism. 

If you require more than eight hours of 
sleep you can be sure that you are dissipating 
your vital forces during the day, or have been 
careless in your eating. 

When you learn to live so that six or eight 
hours of sleep will suffice to adjust metabol- 
ism, you will have shown that your daily 
habits of eating, exercising and thinking have 
improved. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: C. W. asks: “Will you please 
print the correct diet for kidney patients, giving 
some examples of balanced,meals for a day?” 

ANSWER: In kidney trouble it is always 
best to fast until some improvement is secured, 
then follow up with a diet that will continue 
to flush the kidneys, such as milk. If, after a 
certain period of time, the liquid waste remains 
free of impurities, you may adopt a non- starchy 
diet, such as: One or two coddled eggs, three or 
four slices of Melba toast, and stewed fruit, 
such as prunes, raisins, figs, or apples (cooked 
without sugar) for breakfast. Use only one 
kind of fresh acid fruit for lunch, and for din- 
ner use a smal] amount of protein such as roast 
beef, chicken, or mutton, cooked spinach, sum- 
mer squash, lettuce, etc., if a dessert is desired, 
use stewed fruit as at breakfast, or Jello. 

QUESTION: T. H. asks: “What makes a per- 
son clear his throat so often? I do not breathe 
through my mouth but I have to clear my 
throat about every five minutes.” 

ANSWER: Your trouble is probably caused 
from catarrh or you may have developed a 
nervous habit of clearing the throat.

As a result, when the Earl 
arrived by steamer from Kir 
ston, he was met at the w 
and escorted to the “parliament 
building,” not far away; the steps 
had been red-carpeted and a red 
chair was provided for His Ex-

populace when the envoy from 


London held out the promise of 
constitutional reforms

“wheat is a world product, and 
valuations are set by supply and 
demand conditions arourf@ the 
earth.” 

Nevertheless, in a brochure on 
“Farm Aid in Foreign Countries” 
recently issued by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, I see 
these lines: 


“In most exporting coun- 
tries, governments have also 
pursued policies designed to 
maintain prices for that part 
of the domestic production 
consumed at home at levels 
substantially above’ those 
prevailing on world markets.” 


As a Torontonian, I would like 
to go on record with the asser- 
tion that one of the cheekiest 
forms of special privilege—or 
corporate domination of unitized 
primary producers—that is prac- 
tised anywhere, is the demand of 


urban Canadians to get their 
wheat supplies at the lowest 
valuation they can be driven to 
by peasant or distress or collec- 
tive or peon growers in the 
world’s fields.

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Railway Costs of Hauling Coal | 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, KC 


There is no need of reference to works on astronomy in order 
to get figures big enough to cover the cost of hauling coal by rail 
from mine to consumer's place of residence 


The practical way to adopt is to give the railway an ample 
basis of earning power as a railway built for the service of the 
nation. Nothing more can honestly be asked; and nothing else 
really matters 


This ample, honest basis of earning power resolves itself into a 
mileage problem—having nothing to do with high finance. In 
turn this mileage problem lends itself to a zoning principle where- 
under each community will get a uniform delivered cost of coal; 
because onlf in this way can maximum traffic, and thereby maxi- 
mum railway earning power be developed 


A highly remunerative ‘figure for zoned coal traffic by rail is 
arrived at as follows: 


1 Haul of loaded train per mile .............6..65 $1.25 
2 Haul of return cars, per mile... oo... ee ease 0.75 
3 Railway yard handling charges, per mile .......... 0.25 
4 Equipment maintenance and repairs, per mile 0.50 
Total per mile for coal train to ultimate destination 

and return $2.75 


For a thousand mile haul the train will cost, for haulage of 
coal load and return of equipment to the starting point, $2750.00. 
Over Canadian National Railway tracks a 2800 ton train load is a 
reasonable proposition, so that $1.00 per ton will be a reasonable 
estimate of haulage cost for the 1000 miles. 


At a zoned freight rate of $1.50 per ton to every community 
within the 1000 mile haul, it will be practicable to reach the 
Pacific at the Port Mann terminal and at the Prince Rupert term- 
inal, including equal delivered cost service to every intervening 
community, so as to give a profit of $1400.00 on each trainload 
hauled. To this must be added the increased rail traffic, both 
freight and passenger, due to increased employment in the coal 
mining centres and to the growth of local industries in the com- 
munities served by the zoned delivery rate once they can get coal 
at a price comparing approximately with world vaules. 


Similarly, a 1000 mile zoned rate haul or a 1500 mile zoned 
rate haul can be established for delivery of coal to communities 
lying east and south of the Alberta coal mines. The railway will 
make real money; and the coal mining areas will develop great 
earning and commerce building communities.

of fulminates for munitions. 

Quicksilver mining in California 
was discovered by the Spaniards 
and predates both the discovery | 
and mining of silver and gold.
